"French Consoription Scheme: 


‘ Panis, Dos, 8. 

Various rumours have been abroad lately 
concerning ‘an alleged’ intontion of the 
Fronch Govornmont to introduce conscrip- 
tion into Algeria, and. by -thit, means to 
riiso at ledut 100,000 moi for the standing 
army. The idea, possibly, hnd a double 
origin, arising partly from ’o speech racent- 
ly mado by the Governor-Guneral’ of 
Algeria in praise of the enthusiasm with 
which the goumiors had ‘answered on ap- 
peal, in which he darkly hinted that more 
otight to be done to’ bring the Frénch Arab 
and the Fronch Colonial into clover touch, 
and partly, perhaps, from renowed” fami 
Hority with tho qualities of tho Algorion 


tirailleurs, who have had to bear the brunt |. 


of the fighting in Africa lately: ‘These are 
the Turcos of 1870, and they have always 
been looked upon, both by Fronch and 
foreign critics a5 models of disciplina and 
mailitary spirit, 

It is, perhaps, not gonorally known that 


'these troops are not conscripty, but exam: |’ 


plea of voluntary cjilistment for the long 
term of twelvo years’ gorvice, nt tho end of 
which all they ask and get is 240 francs, or 
less than £10 pension. At this rato they 
are to bo had in any numbers, and it would 
be easy to form an army of 100,000. The 
raising of this question has suggested to a 
writer in the “ Sioclo” that sooner or Iater 
it may become necessary to adopt thia sys- 
tem for the whole army, and it would not 
bo ‘altogother o bad one. An army 
of 200,000 men would cost 48,000,000 
francs, or about £1,920,000 por annum 
which is not’ much iiore than 
half what the same number of pension- 
ed workpeopla would require, It is only 
the obstinate ropugnance of tho taxpayers 
in timo of prace, he says, to all increase in 
military burdaba thet blinds them to the 
fact that, perhaps, the time is nearer than 
they think when it will require’ something 
moro than patriotism and- good feeling to 
keop up a strongarmy. The argument is 
an originnl one, if based on an iden which 
is not altogothor now. Tho truth ia that 
itis yearly getting more and more difficult, 
not only to get anybody to do anything for" 
nothing—witness thie French deputics— 
but to get them to do any work for tha 
country for inadequate compensation, A 
return to & morecnary army is, after all, 
not such a very shocking prospoct in this 
pre-eminontly mercenary ago, * °
